The bundles are gathered 
by covered wagons and hundreds 
of women and girls are emplo,ed 
in the various branches. A day's stock 
of linen in a big hotel can be washed, 
dried, and ironed in six hours. Every 
week day is wash day ina big laundry, 
und in the middle of the summer season 
work is carried on during half of Sun- 
day. Ina big laundry on the west side 
of town the manager's office is as com- 
fortable and neatly furnished as that of 
a wholesale dry gouds merchant. The 
manager is a man of business, having 
dealings with hotel proprietors and the 
agents of steamship and steamboat lines 
and palace car companies. The plant 
cost more than $100,000 and the concern 
is under the control of a stock company. 
It has facilities for turning out 75,000 
pieces of linenin aday. In the busy 
season an ocean steamship will send 15,- 
000 pieces to be‘done in a day. The 
company has built a tall, well lighted, 
and well ventilated building of brick 
with stone trimmings. One 100-horse 
— engine and two 200-horse power 

vilers furnish the power and the steam 
and hot water. 

‘‘A laundry is the poorest piace in the 
world to show the use of money,” the 
manager remarked in the course of a 
general talk about the business. ‘‘More 
than $100,000 in hard money have been 
spent in this laundry, but if I shouid 
take a business man through here and 
tell him what it costs he would not be- 
lieve me. The cost of the steam pipes 
that are out of sight in boxes was im- 
mense, and wood was not a small item. 
We must have the best of dried lumber for 
the drying boxes. Then come the wash- 
ing machines and the ironing machines. 
Of course, we are not working up to our 
limit all the time, but we must be ready 
fora rush any day in summer. We do 
the work of city hotels, ocean. steam- 
ships, river and Sound steamboats, and 
the Pullman Palace Car company. Our 
biggest job lately was the linen of the 
sleeping cars that took to and brought 
from Washington the inauguration 
crowd, With trains going out every two 
hours we had to be lively in order to fur- 
nish a stock of clean linen. Besides 
using our own wagons we had to hire 
wagons to collect and deliver the bun- 
We do a little piece work, but we 
don’t cater to that trade. We have, per- 
haps, forty or fifty customers in this 
neighborhood, but the work for them 
does not amount to much. That is a 
separate branch of the business. 

In the rear of the office half of the 
floor was given to the receiving and de- 
livering of bundles, and the rest to 
washing machines.

We are advised of an associa- 
tion in Washington known as the 
“Civil Rights,” whose object is’ 
the prosecution of such cases as 
may come under the Civil Rights 
Bill, occurring within the limits 
of the District of Columbia. Now 
this 1s a laudable purpose, and 
one that should commend itself to 
every colored man and woman, 
yet while that is true the line 
should be drawn as to the benefi- 
ciaries of any fund collected for 
that purpose. The association 
without doubt has a right to dis- 
pose of their funds as they deem 
best, but when they propose, as 
we understand they do, to lift the 
responsibility of prosecuting an 
insult offered John Wesley Crom- 
well of picture: gallery celebrity, 
from the shoulders of that “repre- 
sentative man,” and ‘educator of 
public opinion through his weakly 
journal,” we enter our protest, and 
respectfully submit that the great 
colored journalist be permitted to 
vindicate his own insulted dignity 
in not receiving comfort from the 
chambermaid and resting those 18 
inch appendages te his lateral pro- 
portions. This eminent man has 
wrought himself into frenzy over 
the duty of Negroes denied hotel, 
steamboat and etc., privileges, and 
has urged upon them the impor- 
tance of forcing to a successful is- 
sue all such cases into the Courts.

Anything as free with criticism as 

a Newspaper cannot expect to es- 

cape it, and as for ourselves we 

rather invite it, especially when 

accompanied with healthy and 

practical suggestions; but our mis- 

sion at this time is with that class of 
“Carping” critics who use their 
intelligence and education in find- 
ing fault with the efforts of others, 
without contributing anything in 
dollars or in sense to correct that 
which they complain ot. Now we 
have in Washington, fas is else- 
where, a very large number of 
well educated and conditioned col. 
ored people who could with their 
edacation, opportunities and means

We know of 
no place better fitted for this im- 
portant work than Howard Uni- 
versity. The buildings, or some 
portion of them, could be set aside 


for this purpuse, and if not, the 
grounds belonging to the Univer- 
sity are ample for the erection of 
such buildings as may be needed. 
We are aware that there are al- 
ready in successful operation, sev- 
eral industrial branches connected 
with Howard University, and our 
object in calling attention at this 
time, is suggestive of some co-op- 
erative action on the part of the 
trustees, and the ladies and gen- 
tlemen in charge of the Industrial 
Association looking toa consoli- 
dation of their forces If this is 
impractical, let the school trustees 
try their hand atit. We are not 
particular as to the means em- 
ployed, so long as the grand object 
is accomplished, and we hope 
there will be no friction or jealous- 
ies in establishing the desired In- 
dustrial School ona comprehen- 
sive system. We would suggest 
to Trustee Smith, who has mani- 
fested an earnestness in the mat- 
ter which is commendable, to con- 
sult with the ladies and gentle- 
meu connected with the already 


established Industrial School, and 
see if a joint eflort backed by the 
school authorities will not give us 
a school of technology in connec. 
tion with the public schools.

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BY WILLIAM E. MATTHEWS. 


The subject of this sketch, was born in the 
City of Baltimore, Maryland, near the middle 
of the “forties.”’ Mr, Jno. C. Brune was in the 
sugar trade and one of the merchant princes 
of that city, and lived in elegant style on Ca- 
thedral street. Our first recollection of young 
Fleetwood. was the novel sight of seeing him 
a child_of four or five years, elegantly dressed 
in embroidered jacket and silken hose, the pet 
and prideof the household, sitting with Mrs. 
Brune at the parlor window, on bright days, 
playing with thechilgren of a1 istocratic par- 
ents in the neighborfiood. The explanasion of 
this curious sight was, as I afterwards learned 
that that the father of young Fleet wood was 
head Steward of the establisiment and Mrs, 
Brune, who was childless, took a singular fan- 
cy tothe boy, and treated him almost as her 
own. To thisof course there was no objection, 
so long as he wasa mere child; but when he 
grew to his teens, the question naturally 
arose, What was to bedone with this “white 
Elephant?” In the meanwhile he, all uncon- 
scious of the unique position he occupied, was 
disporting himeelf in the big library among 
the many rare and elegant books, reading ro- 
mance, history, travel and poetry, and laying 
in that fund of knowledge which makes him 
among the best informed young men of our 
times. About this time, Mrs. Brune died, and 
this event castened to a conclusion what had 
for a year or two been an open question. Of 
course, his trainingand delicate health, for he 
was a fragile chlid—made coarse on hard la- 
bor out of the question, as their affection for 
him made menial service equally so. So it 
was bravely concluded to accept what was the 
the advanced thought of the time and pre- 
pare him for mercantile life in Liberia. Ac- 
cordingly he was placed in the office of the 
“Maryland Colonization Soc'ety,” Dr. James 
Hall, Secretary, to learn book-keeping and 
practical business, prior io the time for his 
final departure. He made, at the age of six- 
teen, a voyage to West Africa, in the packet- 
ship “Mary Caroline Stevens,” stopping at 
every port in Liberia, from Cape Mount to 
Cape Palmas, and getting a run up to Sierra 
Leone. On his return he was placed at Ash 
man Institute, (now Lincoin University), 
where he remained but a year re-entering 
the Office of Dr. Hall. Meanwh. le, be in con- 
nection with three or four others, started the 
“Lyceum Observer,’ which was the organ of 
a poweriul Literary Society The “Gallraith 
Lyceum,’ which flourished at that teme in 
Baltimore, and which embraced in its mem- 
bership the best and brighest minds of that 
period, and strange as it may appear, in the 
lightof tue manifojd privileges and opportn- 
nities for education that have since came to 
the race. There has been no subsequent lit- 
erary organization in that city, that has 
wrought and won the fame, and shed its in- 
fluence sofar as that organization in those 
early days. While the “Observer’’ was un- 
doubtedly the first pewspaper fpublished by 
colored men south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
We have now reachéd 18623. The red alareo 
war has thrown its baleful light over the landf 
weeks and months of defeaf and disaster by 
field and flood,at length drives the Govern- 
ment to the acceptance of the service of the 
colored troops. In this act young Fleetwood 
saw the possibility of emancipation ofa raco, 
and at once this slehder stripling heroically 
put behind him the one object for which four 
years of preparation had fitted him, his life of 
ease,and the brigh: future prospects upon 
which he was to enter that very year, and 
throwing down the penand picking up the 
musket, was one of thefirst to enlist in the 
famousith U.S. Colored Troops,and was at 
once promoted by Col. now Gen. Birney, to 
the highest position in the regiment then al- 
lowed by law to colored men, Sergeant Major, 
at $7,00 per month! and from August Is6 to 
1966, defended the flag and the honor of his 
couutry, offering his life for the emancipation 
of his race; through storm and tempest 
blood and pestilence, until the Angel of Peace 
ha3 crowned the efforts of the North, the 
shackles had fallen from four million of slaves 
and a race had been born inaday. The srory 
of the colored man in the war: of his great 
services and heroism has uever yet been ade- 
quately told, a wide audience and lasting 
fame awaits that writer who shall do it, and 
without any desireto detract from the well 
earned laurels of the hundreds and thousands 
who gave health, limb and life, that the coun- 
try might live, I think I do not over state the 
fact that none surpassed in high conrage, 
coolness, vrior and intrepidity, this young 
man. We will take butone instance of the 


/many. Allknow the story of the New Market 


Heights, how, when this noble regiment, 
reduced toa mere remnant, _by the dreadfu}| 
havoc of war, stood iike a rampant of brass 
against the murderous fire of an enemy 
greatly their superior, numerically. The bat 
tle waged, hotter and hotter grew the conflict, 
one after another of the Color Guard were 
shot down; but yet the old flag stoodas ma- 
jestic and deflantas ever, ball siddled and 
torn; but conquered never! Volle. and vol 
ley from cannou aud gun, came fromthe foe, 
and volley for volley was given inreturn. All 
but one of the Color Guard, of ten corporals 
and two sergeants, were shot down, dead or 
wounded, A ballfrom the enemy at length, 
went crashing through the bra'n of the sur 
viving one, and for the first time the old flag 
touched the ground. The enemy was jubilant. 
but the flag was no sooner down, when this 
young heroic soul, without order or commaud, 
leaped irom the column, and amida hail of 
shot ant sbell, uplifted the banner, and 
and marched with it to lis position, and again 
planted it in the foreground of dungor and 
death,and when finally beatten back by sheer 
might of numbers, rallied On the supporting 
columh around the old flag, EIGHTY FIVE 
MEN, all that was left of 311, with which they 
wentinthefight. On May. 41, 1866, he was 
nonorably discharged from the service. He 
was honorably mentioned for gallant conduct 
in General Orders by the famous Gen. Baldy 
Smith, Gen. B. F. Batler, and by the Secretary 
of War. Thereis no doubt whatever, with 
such ability, and after demonstrating so 
strikingly all the virtues of a soldier, that 
nothing but his color prevented him from 
rising to high command, and it is to the credit 
of the white officers of his regiment that they 
all recommended him strongly for acommiss 
ion, and it was fivorably forwarded through 
each succeeding Head Quarters to the final 
action of the Secretary of War. When it was 
found that there was no law authorizing it, 
and lestead of now writing Col. or Gen. before 
his name, and the magic words, U.S. A., after 
he has had to satisfy himself with tne empty 
honor of two medals, one awarded by Gen. B. 
F. Butler, and theecther by Congrese, for “Dis 
tinguished Couroge.”” Maj. Fleetwood, before 
entering the war, formed one of a small cote 
rie of friends, James H. Jordan, Joseph G. 
Johnson, Jas. T. Bradford andthe writer. 
The two first named are now dead. There 
never was, there never can be,a band o 
young men more strongly united in all the 
higher elements of a lofty, nob.e friendship 
than these.
